St. Louis, Nov. 15.—Lack of common 
language caused a misunderstanding of 
order* given by the French navigators 
of the Francois ajrship to-day and re¬ 
sulted In an accident whleh splintered 
the prow of the flying mnrhJne and was 
indirectly responsible for two large 
rents In the top of the Immense bal¬ 
loon. 

Owing to the repair* necessitated by 
the accident, which terminated yester¬ 
day** flight, it was nearly dark before 
the alrs-hlp was taken out of the aero 
drome to-day. When released It rose 
easily to a height of about thirty-five 
feet and headed roward the north fence 
of the aeronautic concourse, rising 
slowly as It progressed.

This was styled by the 
Council as a violation of the free press, 
n fundamental principle of unionism, 
nnd the New Orleans body was given 
thirty days In which to- remove the 
boycott or the alternative of hawing its 
pharter revoked.

Conservatism Cautioned. 


Unions everywhere were cautioned to 
r? more conservative in their actions 
relative to placing Arms on the unfair 
list. It was recommended that such 
cases be referred fo the federation 
which would then thoroughly Investi¬ 
gate the boycott. 

The situation in Colorado was refer¬ 
red to as '‘shocking” and a determina¬ 
tion was expressed to aid the Western 
Federation of Miners, both morally ai d 
financially. In the efforts to have the 
matter brought before the highest court 
In the land for final adjudication. The 
report concluded by urging ail union 
men to work persistently to the end 
that an anti-injunction bill, eight-hour 
Lw and measures to regulate convict 
Libor and enforce Chinese exclusion 
might be passed “by Congress. 

The matter of seating William 
Bc.hardt, president of the Chicago Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, came up. when the 
committee on credentials recommended 
that he have no voice In th:- proceed¬ 
ings. An amendment to the report 
was carried over the head of the com¬ 
mittee. however, w’hloh proposed con¬ 
sideration of the case until to-morrow 
morning. A fight between the repre¬ 
sentatives of the boiler makers and 
structural workers was likewise post¬ 
poned. 

At the afternoon session Michael Da¬ 
vit t, who was in the hall, was recogniz¬ 
ed and called to the platform. He made 
a short address, expressing his sympa¬ 
thy with organized labor, and wras loud¬ 
ly applauded. The convention then 
adjourned until to-morrow*. to give the 
various committees time In which to 
prepare their various reports. 


BLACKBIRD ISLAND 

OWNED BY INDIANS. 


Sioux Olty. Ia., Nov. 15.—Judge Mon¬ 
ger, of the Federal Court at Omaha, 
has handed down a decision that 
Blackbird Island, In the Missouri river, 
opposite Onawa, Iow*a, on which many 
farmers have bean given homesteads 
by the Iowa Land Office, is In fact in 
Nebraska and part and parcel of the 
original Omaha reservation. The land, 
therefore, belongs to the Omaha In¬ 
dians. The island contains thousands 
of acres and the decision w’ill throw 
many farmers off their possessions. 


Lexington, K>., Nov. 15.—[Special.]— 
An order was entered in Circuit Court 
this morning dismissing the cases of 
Butlet T. Southgate, receiver of the In¬ 
dustrial Mutual Deposit Company, 
against A. F. Taylor, W. E. Bannister, 
William Curran, J. H. Baker, W. M. 
Bush and the Fidelity and Deposit 
Company, of Maryland. This order 
disposes of the civil coses^of this com¬ 
pany. In w’hlch the receiver sought to 
recover from the officers and directors 
on the ground that the moneys of the 
company had been Illegally and fraud¬ 
ulently appropriated by the officers of 
the company. The dismissal of these 
cases was brought about by Receiver 
Southgate, compromising the cases for 
17,500 as payment of the claims against 
the defendants,, and which compromise 
wa« agreed to by the court on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the receiver that io 
try the cases meant year* of litigation 
through the courts, and in the long run 
the amount would be probably even 
lees than the compromise. The money 
was paid Into the hands of the receiver 
In court this morning. * The dismissal 
of the civil cases in no way affects the 
indictments against the same rnen, who 
were found guilty of embezzlement by 
a grand Jury of this county over two 
years ago, when the company first 
made ar. assignment, and the criminal 
proceedings will be brought to trial 
some time during the December term of 
court.

Brand, the Court of Appeals to-day 
ruled that a Clerk is responsible where 
he gives certificate of acknowledg¬ 
ment to a deed to property which deed 
is incorrect, and that the amount In¬ 
volved may be recovered of him and 
his bondsmen.

CAPrrCL COMMISSION 


Hull, Eng., Nov. 15.—The Inquiry 
which Great Brltulr? conducts on her 
own behalf into the North sea Incident 
opened to-day. Vice Admiral Bridge 
and Butler Aspinall. an admiralty court 
lawyer, who were appointed to conduct 
the Inquiry, and whose report will form 
the basis of the British case before the 
International Commission at Paris, t at 
at a large table surrounded by mapis 
showing the Dogger Bank and the 
North sea. In front was an array of 
counsel and Government officials. 

Admiral Bridge started matters with 
business-like promptness, briefly an¬ 
nouncing the method of procedure and 
stating that there would be no speeches. 
Various counsel representing the trawl¬ 
er companies and the victims received 
permission to examine the witnesses, 
and Mr. Pickford, counsel for the^Board 
of Trade, summarized the facts con¬ 
nected with the “lamentable occur¬ 
rence,” saying there was nothing con¬ 
nected with the trawling fleet which 
could possibly account for the shoot¬ 
ing. He added that In addition to the 
witnesses to be called, a careful in¬ 
quiry’ had been made among the entire 
fleet, and the statements made agreed 
In all essential respects. Mr. Pickford 
highly commended the pluck show’n by 
the men of the trawler Gull In saving 
the wounded from the sinking trawler 
Trafee. 

• • • 

Russian Consul Present. 


The Russian Consul, who was ac¬ 
commodated with a seat on the plat¬ 
form, asked the first two witnesses if 
the men of the trawler fleet had report¬ 
ed seeing other warships besides the 
Russian vessels, but apparently only 
the Russian vessels had been met. 

The witnesses all denied that any 
arms, ammunition or contraband were 
on board the trawlers. There was no 
room. It was added, to carry a torpedo. 

Several maritime storekeepers swore 
that nothing was put on board the 
trawlers except supplies and coal. 

“Vice Admiral*' Carr, who was In 
charge of the trawling fleet at the time 
of the attack, said he had been In the 
naval reserve for seventeen years and 
was accustomed to men-of-w*ar and 
naval signaling. The only warship he 
had seen on the trip in question, besides 
the Russians, was the regular British 
cruiser stationed off Hull. This was 
several days prior to the trawling fleet 
falling in with Vice Admiral Rojest- 
vensky’s squadron. Carr reiterated that 
the first Russian division parsed close 
to the trawlers without firing, and that 
the second division, after starboarding 
and keeping their searchlights steadily 
on the vessels, fired with the result 
known. 

Carr also said that when he first 
heard the firing he “thought they were 
having a bit of a game with themselves, 
repelling boarders or something like 
that." The warships were so close that 
he could see men passing the open port 
holes of the Russian ships. He kept 
sending up green rockets, which are 
not only known throughout the world 
as a sign that they come from h fish¬ 
ing fleet, but as they burst they lighted 
up the trawiers so that their numbers 
coujd be seen. 

About one vessel which came up on 
his port quarter Carr was uncertain. 
It might have been, he admitted, an¬ 
other trawler, but he at first thought It 
was one of the Russian w’arships.

RUSSIA IS PARLEYING. 

Wants Modification of Articles of 
North Sea Convention. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 15.—A differ¬ 
ence has developed between Great Brit¬ 
ain and Russia over the language of 
the article in the North sea convention 
relative to the luestlon cf responsibil¬ 
ity. At the Foreign Office it is said 
that Russia does not desire in any w’ay 
to recede from the basis of the agree¬ 
ment, but she proposes a modification 
of the language submitted In the Eng¬ 
lish text. The Adnriralts*, it is under¬ 
stood. contended all along that the In¬ 
ternational comm'sslon should confine 
Its Inquniry to the establishment of 
the question whether torpedo boats 
were off the Dogger bank anJ w’hetber 
In any event the Russian ships were 
justified in firing. 

The Associated Press learns that 
Vice Admiral Rojest; ensky's detailed 
report shows that some shots from the 
battleships hit the Russian protected 
cruiser Aurora, one of the shells en¬ 
tering the ward-room and wounding 
a priest, who afterward died at Tan¬ 
gier from the Injuries which he sus¬ 
tained. The Russian Admiralty con¬ 
tends that this is additional proof of 
the good faith of the vessels which 
fired on what they believed to be tor¬ 
pedo boats, not having seen either the 
fishing vessels or their own ships of 
the cruiser division. Lieut. Ott, one of 
the Russian w’Unesses. will swear pos¬ 
itively that he Raw flames rising out 
of four funnels of a low’-lying ship. 
Lieut. Ellis, another Russian witness, 
who w*as In a turret, of the Russian 
battleship Alexander III., sighted a 
gun, but did not fire. He declares that 
he is positive he saw* a torpedo boat 
destroyer. Capt. Clado, also one of the 
witnesses. Insisted that he saw two 
torpedo boats, and the depositions of 
the officers of the Russian transport 
Kamtchatka says they saw’ four boats 
resembling torpedo boats.

ANDRE’S ADMINISTRATION HAD 
BEEN FIERCELY ASSAILED. 


TALK OF MORE RESIGNATIONS. 


Paris, Nov. 15.—Gen. Andre to-day re¬ 
signed the portfolio of Minister of War, 
and Henry* Berteaux, a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies and a successful 
broker on the Bourse, waa nominated 
as his successor. 

This change in the ministry is the 
culmination of fierce assaults upon the 
administration of the War Office. In the 
course of which the Chamber of Depu¬ 
ties w*as the scene of frequent wild dis¬ 
orders, Including the recent personal 
assault upon Gen. Andre. These 
events stirred the public to a high 
pitch of excitement, and particularly 
army and parliamentary circles, where 
a succession of duels evidenced the bit¬ 
terness. Gen. Andre reached the de¬ 
cision to resign only this morning, and 
Immediately dispatched a letter to 
Premier Combes. The text of this let¬ 
ter. which was given out to-night, as¬ 
serts that-the attacks against the War 
Office were merely a device of enemies 
of the Government to undermine the 
republic.

Andre’s Farewell. ^ 


“While proud of the work to which I 
have devoted my best energies.” Gen. 
Andre wrote, “I have too much love for 
my country and the republic to accept 
for one moment the hypothesis that 1 
am the cause of discussion within the 
Republican majority. It Is by the united 
action of this majority that the minis¬ 
tries of Waldeck-Rousseau and Combes 
have saved the republic from the perils 
confronting them, and it is, thanks to 
this continued union, that the Repub¬ 
lican party will achieve the great task 
before it." 

The letter concludes with affectionate 
adieus to Gen. Andre’s colleagues and 
his thanks for their co-operation. 

Premier Combes laid the letter before 
the Cabinet meeting thlB afternoon, and

Whiteside has known Effie Duncan | 
for three years and is said to have] 
been devoted to her. It Is said rhe has | 
not reciprocated his affections lately 
and that he has been derpondent over I 
her actions. When he called yesterday 
he insisted upon a reconciliation, but 
she declined, and finally gave him ten | 
cents for street-car fare. 

The letter read as follows: 

"Dear Mother: I hope you will take fbl* 
as easy as you can. Never think hard 
of me fo-r this, for my life lias been wor¬ 
ried out of me for the la*rt three yea s I 
and 1 know I will never be anything to 
you or anyone else, and for this reason 
1 will take these steps, and defft you wor¬ 
ry over me at all for 1 love you mor* 
anyone In the world. For my sisters and 
family, I will never disgrace anyone. You 
send and got my body and have it put 
In the family graveyard. Put me beside 
mv brother and don’t you take this hard 
I know it will be hard on you. but don't 
take it that way. Well, mother. I will 
close this rad letter with my very best 
wishes toward you and the family.

”P. S.—You will find me at the only one 
I love and don’t blame me for this. By- 
by,” 

The note was written on fancy paper, 
which he borrowed for the pur;ose. It 
is said that he was drinking rather, 
heavily yesterday.

ELECTION CERTIFICATES SAFE 


Glasgow. Ky.. Nov. 15.—[Special.)— 
There are no new developments In the 
ballot box robbery to-night. Although 
the grand Jury has been working on 
the case ell day no clew has yet been 
found as to who the perpetrators of the 
crime are. There is considerable ex¬ 
citement among the people over the 
affair, and the chances are the mystery 
svJll be unraveled within a few days. 
fThe ballot boxes containing the ballots 
©f the Democratic county primary elec¬ 
tion which was pulled off Saturday 
were taken from the office of John W. 
Jones, chairman of the Democratic 
County Committee, at an early hour 
this morning and etther destroyed or 
mutilated and scattered over town. 

According to Night Policeman B. B. 
Bcott there were eight or ten men en¬ 
gaged in it. About 3 o'clock Scott 
heard a noise In the courthouse, and 
upon going to investigate found a 
crowd of men around the office of Mr. 
Jones, some of them In the rotunda of 
the courthouse and some Just outside 
of the office window. Upon demanding 
to know what they were doing ther»* 
Bcott said the men began to run in 
every direction. Thfi officer began fir¬ 
ing his pistol aTThe robbers, and the 
walnscj^iJUng contained several bullets 
JJTWCrT found lodgment there. The shots 
roused the sleepers on the public 
f square, who hastened to th»» pollce- 
•' t man's asaitance. But six of the boxes 
were carried off and opened. 

Circuit Court Is In session, and Judge 
Jones culled the grand jury In this 
morning and charged It specifically and 
in vigorous terms concerning the out¬ 
rage. There are all sorts of ugly ru¬ 
mors current, but the most plausible 
theory and the one most generally ac¬ 
cepted is that the burglary was- com¬ 
mitted by persons having money bet 
on the primary who thought by de¬ 
stroying the ballots they could affect 
the result. Fortunately Chairman 
Jones had taken the ballot bookrt with 
the certificates In the back and locked 
them irt his safe, and the returns are 
therefore safe.

Prince Fushlrr.i’a address, which was 
In Japanese and Interpreted by one of 
his suite, was brief and bespoke closer 
ar.d stronger relatione between tbe 
two countries. The President In his 
response gave anpurttnee of this sen¬ 
timent *by the American people and 
wished the Japanese people prosper¬ 
ity.

Tandy might htwe felt It consistent wkh 
hla position to give out the statement 
he did. but It wus unnecessary in view 
of the fact that planters are Hiring up so 
rapidly that In a short time there will 
not be a "baker's doxen" who have not 
signed the pledge of the association. The 
work of the General Board of Directors, 
consisting of over 300 very earnest turn, 
hus been so remarkably- energetic and 
thorough that It is hard to find a man 
who ha© not signed who was solicited.

^ A Great Day In the Morning. 

Yesterday was the first day of a war 
In comparison with which that between 
Japan and Russi^ Is trivial. 

It was the culmination of -weeks of 
preparation, during which one could not 
enter a store of a certain class without 
finding all hands busy fitting out men 
and boys with mud-colored clothes and 
equipping them with shotguns and 
shells. 

'Bright and early yesterday morning 
this mighty army got into action, and 
the war of man, the heir of all the 
ages, on a little brown bird, had begun. 

And, oh. but it was bully—for man— 
however incommoding It may have 
been for the bird. 

In these degenerate days of civiliza¬ 
tion and peace, when the lord of crea- 
Uons’s prlrnal propensity to shed 
blood and cake life Is »o closely circum¬ 
scribed that he can’t Indulge in the 
highest form of sj>ort and pot onenf his 
own kind without Incurring the risk of 
the gallows, or at least without sub¬ 
jecting himself to the prosaic and irk¬ 
some necessity of hiring lawyers and 
witnesses to prove that he went out 
and killed a man In the noble diversion 
of self-defense—as If the mighty hunter 
In the sons of Adnm hunted in self- 
defense—it is some sort of a safety- 
valve, however inadequate, to be al¬ 
lowed to kiff something that values its 
life at much as this little brown bird 
does and that is sportsmanlike enough 
to do its best to keep us from getting 
the best of It. 

That Is why the 15th of November 
•eems so long a-comlng: why we cut 
down our savings for Christmas shop¬ 
ping. curtail our allowance for the 
winter’s coal, compromise on our wives* 
last year’s bonnet, stave off our tailors 
for our this-year’s overcoat, and Issue 
decrees for. retrenchment In the kitch¬ 
en. In order that we may have where¬ 
with to blow ourselves for mud-colored 
clothes and guns and ammunition, 
against the coming of that day. That 
Ik why the world, which we were once 
taught was divided into lnnd and wa¬ 
ter, was yesterday divided Into men 
and birds; why the former went forth 
like an army with pointer dogs and 
filled the whole face of the earth und 
the rear of Us cattle wUh bird shot; 
why the little brown birds lay low and 
Hew fast, and why the big brown men 
followed with stealthy tread, under the 
leadership of the noble dog, and pupip- 
ed enough lead into them to sink every 
Jap torpedo boat that ever swarmed 
the seas In a Russian navy’s dreams. 
That is why enough ammunition was 
fired yesterday to annihilate every bel¬ 
ligerent In Manchuria, even though he 
had the nine lives of a cat, and why for 
every feather that fell a pound of pow¬ 
der and gin *t went out of commission 
and out of the sum total of the world’s 
wealth. 

And that Is why we think so much of 
the little brown bird—so much, Indeed, 
that in order that we may have such a 
tempting target for our terrific firearms 
and such a satisfactory victim for our 
death-dealing prowess, we pass laws 
restricting ourselves in the Indulgence 


Cotton and Southern Prosperity. 

Frost has prevailed very generally 
throughout the cotton belt during the 
past week, having extended to middle 
Louisiana, in the northern part of 
that State Ice was formed a few 
days since. This will pirt an end to 
any further growth of the cotton plant 
and will tend to make the matured bolls 
open more rapidly. Owing to the prev¬ 
alence of dry weather th-rouigho<ut the 
South, the growth had already been 
generally suspended, and the season for 
picking being favorable a much larg¬ 
er proportion of the crop has been 
gathered than uauaJ at this stage of 
the season. The large 'receipts of t(he 
staple at seaports and cotton, centers, 
compared with former years, have tend¬ 
ed to cause more liberal estimates of 
the crop than the tfetuai condition* 
warrant. In no ran al years, owing to 
autumn rains and other causes inter¬ 
fering wtith the gathering of the crop, 
picking Is extended far Into the win¬ 
ter, while not infrequently in the 
early spring pickers go ahead of t!h4 
plows which are breaking up the 
ground for the new crop. This sea¬ 
son there will be norce of this, a-s with 
the unusually favorable conditions the 
opening of ihe new year will find the 
crop fully gathered. 

Under the Influence of the general be¬ 
lief in a large yield, fosiero.I by offi¬ 
cial crop buiileUns and heavy bear 
yperaior* In the markets of Europe, 
as well 2 ls this country, there tms been 
an unusually large movement of the 
staple to foreign ports, where, as welt 
as In this country,, the spinners have 
availed themselves of the favorable 
market to lay In a full stock. Their 
supply being adequate for their wants 
for some time to «*oine, they have been, 
and will probably continue to be, able 
to keep the price within bounds by 
suspending purchases, ami thus may 
prevent any serious rise in prices. An¬ 
other influence which may al«o tend 
Lo prevent any considerable advance 
is the fate of the speculators who at¬ 
tempted to corner the market las* 
spring.. (But for phJs experience It Is 
prcbable there would have been ere 
this a heavy speculative rise in the 
price. As It Is the planters have sold 
their crop a* fa^t as It was ready for 
nmrket at remunerative prices. In pref¬ 
erence *tx> holding for an advance, the 
latter being shown by experience to 
be very bad policy. The result Is thut 
there has been more than usually a di¬ 
rect dealing between the planter and 
the spinner with ^profit to both, and 
much less of speculation or manipula¬ 
tion of the market. . 

With two good cotton years thfc 
South finds itself In more prosperous 
condition than at any time since the 
war. It is In fact even more prosper¬ 
ous than before that calamity, since to 
the prosperity of the planters from 
g**>d prices for their product has been 
added the great development in all 
branches of Industry. Railroads now 
penetrate every portion of the South, 
the State of Texas, which In 1861 was 
practically without them, now having a 
mileage of over 11J)00, the largest of any 
State except Illinois, with but a 
few miles in excess. The manufacture 
of cotton is rapidly nearing in volume 
that of New England, while In the pro¬ 
duction of iron and In all Industrial 
pursuits, as well as In diversified agri¬ 
culture, there has been proportional 
progress. In addition the commercial 
advance of the South has been quite as 
marked. On the gulf. New Orleans, be¬ 
sides her large 'export of cotton, chal¬ 
lenges New York In the volume of her 
grain shipments, while Galveston has 
outstripped her neighbor in the cotton 
trade. Mobile nnd Pensacola show 
corresponding thrift, and all bid fair 
to enjoy Increased prosperity from the 
cutting of the isthmian canal. On the 
Atlantic. Savannah stands third in cot¬ 
ton exports, and Norfolk fourth, with 
Charleston, Wilmington and several 
other seaports sharing In the advance. 

Nor is the present prosperous condi¬ 
tion of the South, chiefly but not solely 
due to cotton, merely material. Its in¬ 
tellectual. moral and social growth has 
shown equal progress. Its system of 
common school education for both races 
is well organized and practically ad¬ 
ministered, with colleges and universi¬ 
ties corresponding. There Is harmony 
between the races and thrift prevails 
generally to the exclusion of Idleness, 
want or crime. Illiteracy shows « 
steady decrease and wages a corre¬ 
sponding Increase, with a general ad¬ 
vance all along the line of comfort In 
living and the uplifting of every grade 
In life. The prime agency which has 
brought about this improved condi¬ 
tion may well be said to be cotton, as 
it has furnished, through its production 
and sale, the capital with which has 
been arid Is being built up a stable 
structure combining all the Industries 
and other agencies, moral and phys¬ 
ical, promotive of continued prosperity 
and progress. Giving due credit to it, 
we should not low sight of the other 
requisite elements for such advance¬ 
ment In the sturdy race which 1ms 
been able t*> rise superior to the unfa¬ 
vorable conditions under which it Iras 
had to struggle. 


ring to the Interest shown in the matter 
and the eagerness of Investors to se¬ 
cure shares, said the day before the 
bidding was opened:

Its budget 
tor the next fiscal year is—for war ex¬ 
penses, $3So.000.0Q0. and for ordinary ex¬ 
penses. $60,000,000. 

The moral effect of such an exhibition 
of confluence on the part of English 
money lenders should. It * seems, 
strengthen the influence of the British 
Government in its efforts for peace. 


Two Ingenious Yankee Tricks. 

The New' York Sun is not pleased at 
the disposition of the victory which It 
helped to win proposed by 'the Hon. 
William S ted man Greene, Republican 
representative in Congress of the 
Acushnet. Dighton, Freetown, Mattn- 
poisett, Swansea and Seekonk Massa¬ 
chusetts district. Here is the Hon. 
Greene's proposal: 

"For yonre there have been hopes 
throughout the New England States that 
a constitutional amendment giving au¬ 
thority .to the Congress of the United 
States to provide for the regulation of 
the hours of labor In manufacturing es¬ 
tablishments throughout the country 
could be secured. The first resolution 
looking to that end was presented by the 
Hon. R. T. Davis, a former member of 
Congress from this district, and It Was 
reintroduced by my predecessor, the late 
Hon. John Simpkins. After his decease, 
before I became a member of the House 
of Representatives, It was again pre¬ 
sented In Congress by the Hon. William 
C. Love ring, my colleague from Taunton, 
and the measure Is now pending. 

“The Republican majority has not been 
large enough heretofore to secure consid¬ 
eration of the subject, as a two-thirds 
vote of both branches of Congress ta nec¬ 
essary to pm vide for the amendment, Ond 
afterward the approval of two-thirds mf 
the legislatures of all of the States. The 
overwhelming vote for the Republican 
party, giving an unprecedented majority 
lri the House of Representatives and In 
the various Legislature^throughout the 
country, may afford an opportunity to 
obtain this legislation, so essential ta the 
prosperity of both the operative and the 
manufacturer. United effort of both cap¬ 
ital and labor should be exerted to put 
Into effect this most necessary legisla¬ 
tion. This question is of national Impor¬ 
tance. and would affect favorably all the 
States. It should receive consideration 
Irrespective of party affiliations, but, like 
all great national questions, must have 
party responsibility behind It. and I be¬ 
lieve the opportunity for the Fifty-ninth 
Congress to act should not bo tost." 

The Sim sneers nt this as simply the 
repetition of an ingenious Yankee 
trick to bolster up the New Eng¬ 
land cotton industry and prune the 
competition of the Southern cotton In¬ 
dustry." 

But why is this so reprehensible in 
the eyes of the Sun? Has It not Just 
helped to elect a President and a 
House of Representatives committed by 
the party platform to pruning Southern 
suffrage?

A Sign of the Times. 

Another record hits been made in the 
evolution of the electric locomotive 
which, sooner or later, is to displace the 
steam engines on the passenger and 
traffic railroads of the country. At n 
test made recently with an electric 
locomotive at the General Electric 
shops in 9chen«ctady, N. Y„ It 
showed a speed of seventy-two 
miles ail hour with a loaded 
train. It has a maximum horae power 
of 3,000, and a guaranteed speed, when 
drawing u 500-ton train, of sixty miles 
an hour, but is believed to be capable 
of making nluety miles an hour with 
ordinary trails. One of the features 
of the new' system demonstrated by the 
experiment H’ns to 6how how quickly 
the speed could be accelerated in start¬ 
ing. The result was an acceleration of 
eight-tenths of a mile a second w'lth a 
train of .'CO tons. This means that In 
one minute after*the power Is applied 
the train can be run at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour. It was also dem¬ 
onstrated that stoppage can be made 
with equal saving of time. In other 
words, that the train can be as easily 
brought, to a stand-still as it is put to 
it* highf^t speed. When It Is borne Jn 
mind how long It takes n steam locomo¬ 
tive with a heavy train to get qnder 
headway, or to slow' down to a stand¬ 
still, the saving In time will be seen to 
bo appreciable and contribute materi¬ 
ally to the shortening of rchedule* on 
trains having many stof/pn^es to make. 
There will also be a great decrease of 
wreckage and loss of life from the facil¬ 
ity with which trains under full speed 
can be stopped. As to fear of greater 
danger from Increased speed of trains, j 
this is chiefly imaginary, as an accident | 
at forty-five miles iin hour will be at¬ 
tended with quite as serious results 
as at seventy, while with increa*ed 
5peed there will be corresponding im¬ 
provement in construction and equip¬ 
ment.

A fewr miiles above* the thriving vil¬ 
lage of Alva, on the Cailoosahatchee 
where a few* years ago there was an 
uitibroken» front of wild forest. Is situ¬ 
ated what la perhaps the largest gi'ove 
of grape fruit and onunge trees in the 
oounfyv It is t*he property of Mr. D. 
A. G. Fkxweree, of Helena. Mont., a 
typical Westerner, ranchman and 
miner, one of the riven who went West, 
■when thirty and forty years ago the 
Sioux. Cheyennes ami other ravage 
tribes di*piited| the right of the pale 
faces in their ft>award march through 
the West. Mr. Fkxweree coine to Fort 
Myers about six years ago with his 
family, and built the beautiful wdnter 
home In our town. The air wits full of 
grape fruit; it he fruR was selling from 
$5.00 to $10.00 per box, and it was not 
long before the business instincts of 
Mr. Flowcree told him It wa* "a good 
thing." He decided to plnnt a grove. 
Mr. H. E. HeJ tman's services were se¬ 
cured. 

An army of colored laborers were 
brought here In 11*00 and 1901. They 
were set to work cutting down and 
cleaning four hundred aoreer of den«e 
hammock on 'the Oaloosahatdhee, and 
ir*0 acres more on £ster© river. Mr. 
Kelt man scoured the State of FTbrlda 
for nursery trees. They were not so 
plenty in 1900. The heavy freezes up 
the State hod wiped out many pur¬ 
ser le*. But in two year* 56,000 trees 
were FC^ured and planted out. One- 
half of these were grape fruit, the oth- 
ed granges of varieties that expeilen * 
had shown would prbve the most 
profitable. Last week in his rounds 
hunting up exhibits, -the edlicor of the 
Press visited the big grove above Alva. 
Mr. <\>uUer. an experienced orange 
grower, has been in charge here for 
the patft three yeaiTH, and he has under 
him twenty hands tb keep the grove 
of nearly four hundred acres and con¬ 
taining 33,000 trees. In working order. 
Mr. Coulter has shown himself to be 
the right man for the taj?k. We say 
this on the strength of the appearance 
of <he grove, for the thousand..** of 
trees show the best of care They 
have made a wonderful, vigorous 
growth, a growth, that would excite 
surprise Jn a grove of only five acres, 
but here the high standard has been 
maintained throughout the hundred* 
of acre* of tree*. Only sywtemaJtlc 
effort ooiild have accomplished this, 
and Mr. Coulter needs no better rec¬ 
ommendation than the appearance of 
this grove. 

The original forty ax-res consists of a 
fine body of trees, all nf which are In 
bearing. Mr. Floweree had given In¬ 
structions not <o have the trees brer 
until the grove was five years old. His 
wishes were carried out hurt year. It 
would have been like picking the « arf 
from Heaven to attempt to prevent 
the trees from bearing this year. The 
Job waa given up as Impassible. As a 
result the trees rvow* have a crop of 
live thousand boxes, Jess than four 
years after being planted. Already 
two carloads of fine grape fruit have 
been shipped, and shipments -will oori- 
tinue until the entire crop Is har¬ 
vested. \ 

Next year this great grove will 
produce from 15,000 to 20.000 boxes. 
This will only mean on an average 
of one-half box to the tree. In t.wo 
yejirs from this a oonservaitlve esti¬ 
mate w'ould be 50.000 boxes for the 
33,000 trees, a.nd In 1907 this grove 
should produce about what the entire 
present crop of the oounty amounts 
to, nearly one hundred thousand boxes. 
Includitig the Bstero grove of 15,000 
trees, making altogether about 65.000 
trees. Mr. Floweree is the largest 
orange grower I n th e United States.

It seems that 
there Is bound to be some friction when 
these places are distributed, for there are 
not enough to go sound, eve$ If each 
member were to bo satisfied to- have the 
disposal of one. SLnc^ It Is a fact that 
same of tho most influential members 
havo been accustomed to having several 
appointments at their disposal, the future 
Is rather of a somber hue. 

"As is always tho case many* of the 
members will bo eliminated from the dis¬ 
tribution when the contest for the speak¬ 
ership is decided. Those who happen to 
have 'been for* an unsuccessful candidate 
for this honor bo counted In when 

tho division of iho spoils Is made. All of 
tho new members know this, and are in 
no hurry to commit themselves. Probably 
no set of newly-elected members of an In¬ 
diana State Legislature wore ever In a 
similar position. It Is one of the after- 
malilhs of the landslide."

IF THE SCHEME OF DRUGGISTS 
PROVES SUCCESSFUL. 

Manufacturers of Patent Medicines 
Take a Hand and Introduce 
New Contract. 


The day of cut-rate drug stores is 
nearing an end. if the plans of the big 
patent medicine manufacturers and the 
retail druggists of the country work to 
a successful termination. The manu¬ 
facturers, with the co-operatloi of the 
retailers and Jobbers, have adopted a 
new systenf of contracts, which It Is 
expected will stop the rate wars be¬ 
tween druggists. Many of the biggest 
manufacturers have alreadj r adopted 
the plan, and others are preparing to 
take It up. 

Under the new system the packages 
of medicine will be serially numbered 
at the factories, and n record will be 
kepL of the destination of each package 
when it leaves the factory, und again 
when it leaves th^ wholesale house. All 
retailers who handle the medicine are 
required to sign a contract agreeing not 
to sell the medicine below the list price, 
and when the contract is violated the 
Jobbers are compelled to refuse to sell 
them further.

It Is said that both 
the druggists In the outlying districts 
and the owners of the larger eslabllsh- 
! ments welcome the new conditions. 

"1 think the new scheme will be a 
success." said a druggist last nU;ht. 
"One of the largest manufacturers be¬ 
gan the use of these contracts a year 
ago, and In spite of the fact that the 
. company was practically alone, lt« 
medicines are still selling and at the 
list price. The manufacturers will be 
benefited by the change, for every drug¬ 
gist recently has prepared simtl tr 
1 preparations of his own on which he 
could realize a greater profit and which 
he pushed to the exclusion of the pro¬ 
prietary articles. Now we can sell the 
! manufacturers’ medicine and make a 
I profit on It. Under present conditions 
the cost of handling more than eats up 
| the profit/’ _ 

CHARGE AGAINST CARNAHAN 
UNDER INVESTIGATION. 


Decision of the Court of Inquiry Will 
Not Be Made Public For 
Some Time. 


Washington. Nov- 15.—{Special.]—A 
bomb has been thrown Into the rank* 
of Republican Congrefrmen by the pub¬ 
lication of a letter from President 
Roosevelt, addressed to Representative 
Gardner, of Massachusetts, in which the 
President declines to appoint a Post¬ 
master recommended to him by Mr. 
Gardner. The President takes the un¬ 
usual position that he will appoint whom 
he pleases and does not intend to be 
guided wholly by the advice of Con- 
g resemen. 

Ev*t since the Civil War it has been 
an unwritten law' In the Post-office De¬ 
partment that a member of Congress of 
the dominant party should have abso¬ 
lute control of the post-offices In his 
dlstrlot. During this period all Presi¬ 
dents have adhered to this fixed rule 
and have promptly appointed such men 
as the Congressmen wished. Postmas¬ 
ters have always been considered the 
exclusive patronage of Congressmen in 
tV»ir own districts. In his letter to Rep¬ 
resentative Gardner the President 
serves notice that this rule does not go 
with him, am it Is a mrre "custom," 
and he does not feel at all obliged to ac¬ 
cept congressional recommendations 
Gardner had asked the President to ap¬ 
point a Postmaster of his selection at 
Haverhill. Mass. The Attorney General, 
Mr. Moody, wanted the Incumbent re¬ 
tained, and the President sided with 
Moody and turned dowm the Congress¬ 
man.

Commissioner of Internal Reve¬ 
nue, are the two about which the most 
gossip is heard. A man very ckk«% to 
the President to-day said that If Ken¬ 
tucky had gone Republican Yerkes 
would have been made Secretary of In¬ 
terior. It In expected that Representa¬ 
tive Brow nlow, of Tennessee, and son** 
of Mr. Yerkes* Kentucky friends will 
Urge him for the place anyway 

James S. Browning, one of the Re¬ 
publican leaders of the Ninth Virginia 
district, has been at the White House 
to urge that the Southern Republicans 
receive Cabinet recognition. He says 
that Representative Slemp obtained 
only 200 majority two years ago In the 
Ninth Virginia district, and that his 
majority of neArly 5,000 this year show’s 
which way the wind Is blowing. "We 
ought to have a Southern man in the 
Cabinet." declared Browning, "and he 
ought to be a Virginian, too. That 
State is to become a fighting ground in 
the future, and we are going right after 
the Democrats hereafter and defeat 
them In State affairs.

Democratic Parrots For Sale. 


The unpopularity of the proposed 
new r uniform bill of lading among 
Louisville shippers is hugely due to the 
nonnegotiable clause in the bill. Thin 
has aroused the antagonism of ship¬ 
pers not only In Louisville but all 
over the country. Much has been print¬ 
ed against the bill, so the following, 
written by Frank J. Firth, chairman of 
the New* Uniform Bill of Lading Com¬ 
mittee, will be Interesting as giving the 
railroads’ side of the controversy. The 
letter was written to the editor of the 
Railway Age, and Is as follows; 

My attention has been directed to an ar¬ 
ticle In your issue of this daie upon the 
"Nomicgoi.ttbie Clause in New Uniform 
Bill of leading." It may lead to u clearer 
imderstanding upon this subject it you 
can find a place m your oo.umna for this 
explanatory letter: 

The words “not negotiable" are not 
printed upon bills of lading "to protect 
carriers rrom possible errors of their 
agents." They are so printed because old 
laws of certain States provide that car¬ 
riers shall be liable to hno and imprison¬ 
ment it they deliver any property wiuh- 
out takijig up the original bill of iading, 
un.ess naid original bill of lading has the 
words ’ not negott&lrte" printed or stump¬ 
ed upon Us face This means that no 
currier may lawfully deliver any box or 
piece of merchandise without scvlng and 
usually tnk'ng up the original bill of lad¬ 
ing. although bt is a well-known fact (hut 
nine-tenths and pos.dbk* ninety-nine one- 
hundredths of all Lhe shipments nuide ore 
what are known as "straight" consign¬ 
ments upon which no advances are ever 
mode or desired, la :t necessary or Just 
to oblige the carrier to deliver these 
straight consignments In vlo.at.’on of the 
law w'hen by printing the words "not 
negotiable" upon the bill of lading the 
delivery may be made with safety to the 
•xirrier and as the snipper und consignee 
desire? it W'ouM subject shippers and 
consignees to gn*at Inconvenience and d^ 
lay ir carriers should insist upon with 
holding deliveries until consignees of 
straight consignments obtained from their 
shippers and surrendered to carriers an 
original bill of lading for each package or 
lot of packages shipped. It would be a 
practical Impossibility for carriers to hold 
property in their warehouses until bills 
of lading could be so obtained by con¬ 
signees and surrendered. 

• • • 

Plan To Make Bill Negotiable. 

In Oftjse shipper desires to use his bill 
of lading for collateral purposes all the 
carriers ask Is that this fact s>h*J be 
indicated upon the face of the bill of lad 
lug by consigning the property to "order 
and notify," The carrier definitely cor/ 
tracts that when this Is done (see cond* 
tlon 9 printed on the bill of lading) prop, 
erty will not be delivered until the ©r.g . 
nal bill of lading Is surrendered properly 
indorsed. This U a fact whether the 
words "not negotiable" are printed on the 
bill of lading or not. 

When :t developed that banks In cer¬ 
tain localities would not advance on bills 
of lading having the words “not negotia¬ 
ble" printed therwm. regardless tu the 
Just reason for so doing, the carriers, rec¬ 
ognising the need of their shippers for 
banking accommodation, and that It could 
only bt» obtained under rules adopted by 
the bank*, provided fby circular of August 
1 , 1 »M, that "the words ‘not negotiable' 
should be primed on the face of eaoh uni¬ 
form bill of lading-original, shipping or¬ 
der and memorandum, acknowledgment 
for the protection of carriers under cer¬ 
tain State laws, but these words may b« 
omitted by any carrier If sotJatbd they 
will Interfere in uny locality with any 
stopper obtaining advances desired on 
bill of lading."

UNUSUAL SCENE PRESENTED. 


{American Legation Again R minds 
the Porte of An Oft-Broken 
Promise. 


Constantinople. Nov. 15.—The Amer¬ 
ican Consul at Kharput. Dr. Thomas 
|1. Norton, has been Instructed to pro¬ 
ceed to tl\e Turco-Perslan frontier and 
Svatch the operations of the Turkish 
and Persian authorities, who have uu- 
der taken to arrest the Kurdish murder¬ 
ers of the American missionary', the 
Btev. B. W. Labaree. who was killed In 
April last. 

Despite the Porte’s repeated promises 
to the American legation not to permit 
Venders of Bibles of the American Bible 
Boclety to be molested, the local au¬ 
thorities at Angora, Treblzond and 
Ordu detain venders, have seized their 
Bibles and threaten to arrest any one 
nt tempting to sell them. The legation, 
therefore, has addressed a more imper¬ 
ative nute to the Porte, calling atten¬ 
tion to his noncompliance with Instruc¬ 
tions which the legation has been as¬ 
sured had been given to surrender the 
Bibles and not interfere with the work 
of the Bible house, and demanding a 
prompt settlement, falling which the 
matter would be referred to Washing¬ 
ton.

He told his friends ihat his stay in 
Loul«MUe was altogether unsuccessful 
that he was tired of living In a city of 
this size and that he was bound for 
New York. He left at 2:30 o'clock Sun¬ 
day afternoon, bidding good-bye. he 
said, forever to the city of Louisville.

C OACH F. H. YOST, who lute JUBt 
completed his fourth season at 
tho head of Michigan* football 
affairs, has announced definitely 
that he will return to tho Ann Arbor Uni¬ 
versity In the fall of 1905 and again coach 
the Wolverines In the gridiron sport. 

With the Chicago game lust Saturday 
Michigan closed Its season for the year, 
the Eastern game with Columbia for 
Thanksgiving having been canceled and 
no other having been arranged *ln its 
place. The Maize and Blue completed Its 
fourth consecutive football season without 
a defeat—a record never before mads on a 
Western gridiron. Yost's announcement 
that he will coach Michigan again means 
that 1905 will be another strenuous year 
for teams opposing the Ann Arbor eleven. 
As only two men from this year's team 
wjII drop from the team on account of the 
four-year eligibility rule—Oapl, Heston 
and Carter—(Michigan is bound to hAve 
another wonderful machine. To replace 
these men with others of equal value will 
be ajmrd task even for Yost, but^hat h© 
will develop an aggregation the e<tual and 
probably tho superior of anything else 
in the West is the general opinion. 

Coach Yost began his career In coaching 
ofter leaving Lafayette, w’here he played 
tackle on that eleven, with the Ohio VNea- 
leyan team in 1M>7. That eleven won tho 
championship of Ohio and even held Mich¬ 
igan to a 0 to 0 score. In ’9H he was seen 
leading the Nebr.uika team to eiay victory 
in tls league with Kansas and Masourl, 
and then to prove that It was hfs work 
and not that of the team, he shifted over 
to Kansas the following year and went 


back to Nebraska und defeated the Corn- 
huskers 36 to 20. Iceland Stanford wns his 
next twist and his team won the cham¬ 
pionship of the Pacific coast in spite of 
the efforts of “King” Kelley. Princeton's 
old star, who coached California. 

Wandering back to the * Middle West 
Ypst was next seen. In 1991. at Michigan, 
and there ho hna been ever since. Before 
g*>ing to Ann Artxu- Yost poeltlvely re¬ 
fused to stay longer than a.single season 
with any school and It was thought, after 
the successful season of 1991. that he 
would refuse to go back to Michigan. 
When he did it was predicted that his

teams would be no greuter than any oth¬ 
ers in the Middle West He hus Just com¬ 
puted his fourth season with Michigan 
and Is still undefeated Only once ha* a 
team of his been held to a tie—when Mln- 
laoota pluw'd the wolverines lost year 6 
to 0. In all the eight your* of coaching 
Yost has done he has uever yet tasted de¬ 
feat. 

Yost Is an enthusiast In football He 
thinks and talks about the game all the 
time and from the result* hi* thinking and 
talking have proved of great value He Ih 
said to be Independently wealthy and 
cares for leas about the salary he receives 
than about the material he has to work 
with And the result* obtainable with It. 

It Is tJie ono overpowering emb.Uon of 
Yost to get a game with ono of the big 
Eastern institutions to prove tho mottle 
of the team he hus been turning out at 
Michigan His eleven* have conquered 
everything within ranse and they are no-w 
searching for new fields of conquest. The 
game with (aolumbla fell through and 
most Michigan followers are glu«T, since 
the New YOrk team proved n miserable 
disappointment, and Michigan wants to b© 
tried out with a strong toam.

NO ATTENTION PAID 

TO MANDAMUS SUIT. 


A MONG all of th# Si&geetmua beiitg 
offered to increase th# batting 
next season and those that hav# 
been put forward number around 
a dozen, no one has thought of on# of the 
simplest and oldest, that of Increasing the 
llveUneas of tho ball. Along with th# ln- 
cfe«qe of effectiveness on the part of the 
pitcher hn* been the decrease ih liveliness 
of the boll When teams were running up ^ 
big scores the ball wa# far more lively- ' 
than it Is at the present time, and this 
has had much-to do with the falling off 
In batting. 

A fraction of an ounce of rubber more 
In the center of the ball would do possibly 
more than anything else to increase tho 
batting, and It would not Involve tinker¬ 
ing with the rules, with which the fans 
are familiar, or which have become sec¬ 
ond nature to the players. The only dan¬ 
ger would be In getting too much of a. 
good thing, but this could be avoided with 
proper Judgment.* Poeelbly the move 
would be fought by the sporting goods 
houses which furnish the leagues wltii 
bulls, us the latter turn out an article 
now which is standard from one year t» 
the other, but if the leagues demand a 
lively ball they will get it. 

Increasing the liveliness of the ball 
would bring out the slugging feature of 
the gam# as nothing else will. Home-run 
drives have been dwindling, but if th# 
change suggested was made there would 
bo no dearth of the most popular feature 
of the game with th# fans. So tar n# the 
scientific batters are concerned. It would 
give them a big edge. Place hits are 
smothered now by fast fielding and big 
gloves. With a more lively bail the speed 
of the latter would be such as to prevent 
the infleidere from reaching many of the 
well-placed hits they do now. It wodld in¬ 
crease the difficulty of infield work, and it 
Is the Infielder* who ere ns much respon¬ 
sible for the falling off in hitting as the 
pitchers. The outfielders would also hav# 
to cover territory faster, and more Une 
drive* would be eafe, as they ought to be. 

On flys It would not make a great deal cf 
difference, unless they were long enough 
to go for extra base hits or home run*. 
Bunting would be the only department or 
th# gam# that would be handicapped by 
the Innovation.

Price 
said he knew nothing, of the alleged as¬ 
saults and conspiracy, and after finding 
out that he knew nothing of the alleged 
occurrences he was hastily ordered 
from the stand and his testimony ex¬ 
cluded by the Government. John Stit- 
zel was next called. Mr. Stltzel said 
he was walking In Eighth street when 
two negroes approached him and asked 
him If he wanted to buy their election 
certificates. When he said he did not, 
they assaulted him, he said, and 
struck him three times in the face. A 
few' minutes later, he said, while he 
was wiping the blood from his face. 
Patrolmen Connell and Sexton ran up 
and placed him under arrest, but the 
negroes who assaulted him had run 
away. 

Floyd Nagel, a negro, said that King 
Tyler Jostled him out of line several 
times, and that Patrolman ConneM fin¬ 
ally came up and nsked h|m why he 
was creating a disturbance at the polls. 
Nagle said he replied that he had never 
been arrested or In any trouble. Patrol 
man Connell placed him under arrest 
then, he said. On cross-examination 
he said he, was released later and al¬ 
lowed to vote. David Hicks, also a ne¬ 
gro. testified that Floyd Nagel had said 
to him that It was a "dirty shame the 
way King Tyler was doing,*' and that 
a few* moments later Nagel was ar¬ 
rested.

Unfortunately, whan Oakdale was in¬ 
corporated lust January* It was too late 
to divide It Into a separate precinct 
from Highland Park. A.- a result, 
neither town could elect trustees, 
wfrtah places the right of appointment 
In the hands of the County Judge 
The appointees serve until the next 
election when the precinct boundary 
will have been made. The Oakdale 
trustees, who are now in office, con¬ 
sist of Herman D. Reike. Frank J. 
Schuster, C. E. Reed, L. P. Browning 
and W. H. Osborn, are seeking reap¬ 
pointment. while Leopold Rcueafield, 
who heads another faction, wishes to 
submit another list. Arthur Ren singer, 
attorney for the 'trustees, appeared In 
the County Court ye c terday and moved 
that they be reappointed. Chri* Muel¬ 
ler. member of the Legislature, and 
Ixmils Ro»yer>fleld, the son of the Police 
Judge, appeared on behalf of the elder 
Rosenfieid, and abating that he was 
tfick. asked that action be deferred un¬ 
til November 28, which was done. In 
asking the reappointment, Mr. Ben- 
singer presented a petition of -what he 
stated was ninety-eight per cent, of 
t/he Oakdale voters.

OBJECT TO PUBLIC OPINION 


RANKING PRODUCT AS AGENT 
OF DRUNKENNESS. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE ACTS. 


The removal of beer from the list of 
Intoxicating liquors la one of the chief 
alms of the members of the Executive 
Board of the Kentucky Brewer*’ Asso¬ 
ciation, which met yesterday in 8eel-j 
bach's Hotel. To accomplish this ‘ex¬ 
traordinary task Hie services of emi¬ 
nent chemists in the United State® and 
Europe have been engaged, and the 
brewers claim that they are now In a 
position to maintain their claim® and 
sever the popular impression which, 
through nil the yfefens, has held that 
the relationship between beer and 
drunkenness Is almost paternal. 

Armed with long opinions and statis¬ 
tics, th‘? brewers are prepared to enter 
whnt they term an educational cam¬ 
paign, intended to convince the mosses 
of the truth of their assertion. These 
voluminous reports and analytical ex¬ 
tracts will b* published periodically In 
the newspapers until. It Is claimed, a 
time win come when beer will be sep¬ 
arated thoroughly from the long list 
of beverages which have other proper¬ 
ties than cheer, and when a beer «a- 
loon will be looked upon with no more 
of disfavor than an Ice cream parlor.

Pure Beer Not An Intoxicant. 


The brewers do not claim that all 
beers are nonintoxicating, but that cer¬ 
tain brews, which are made as nearly 
perfect ion as is possible, are positive¬ 
ly in thl* class. Moreover, they are not 
only noninIdxieating, but they are to 
be classed as foods. It !e the brewers’ 
claim that In the pure brand? manu¬ 
factured In the present day but little 
alcohol is found. The average, they 
say. Is per cent. Hut in order to 
give sufficient leeway, this figure Is to 
be advanced to 5 per cent. From S to 
10 per cent, is‘solid ex tracts-food prod¬ 
ucts—and the balance w*ater. The the¬ 
ory !a advanced by chenrtot* that about 
tore* ounces of alcohol are required to 
produce drunkenness In the human sys¬ 
tem. At this ratio, a person mu*t drink 
seven pints of the "pure" beerbeforr the 
cockles of his heart begin to tingle. 
This, the brewers say, is equivalent to 
producing a non Into* lea ting liquor, 
since a man who wished to get drunk 
would find mcthod.1 quicker, surer, 
more economical and requiring less ca¬ 
pacity. Statistical articles showing the 
beneficial properties of beer, the extent 
of the brewing Industry and Its rela¬ 
tion to all classes of people, the situa¬ 
tion In regaTd to taxes and other mat¬ 
ters of interest will al*o be incorpor¬ 
ated Into the literature which will be 
published

In all the 
lots for the years 1*89 and l!#rt (and upon 
some of w’hlrb lot*> morigag»?« were held 
by persons who w.»*- port la* t*» the ac¬ 
tion). and whore upon appeal to the Court 
of Appeals the Judgment of the lower 
court was affirmed and the case remand¬ 
ed with directions to sell the lands in cer¬ 
tain proportions for the taxes due by the 
life tenant and the remaindermen re¬ 
spectively. and upon return of the case 
to tho lower court the remaindermen te n . 
dared to the city the amount adjudged 
agalust both thr life estate and the je- 
mnlndermen In satisfaction of the judg¬ 
ment against their property, which, being 
declined, they |*ud luto court and moved 
the court to make an order of satisfaction 
of the Judgment as to them, it was error 
in the court to overrule said motion and 
to sell the entire property for oil of said 
taxon. 

Fourth—Consent **f Mongagees—Author¬ 
ity of Oourt—Equithvs of Hartbsfi—Where 
the rneo wns returned to the lower court 
and the tnortgng^-xH ron«ented In writing 
that no anle should bo made under their 
mortgriK'-s. and the remaindermen paid 
Into couTt all that was a Hen upon their 
property, an entirely different state was 
present^. There was then nothing to 
sell for. but the taxes which had been ad¬ 
judged a lien »mly agalret the life estate, 
and the court was without authority to 
sell the entire property for the taxes 
which were due only by the life tenant 
and divide the proceeds of the sale be¬ 
tween the life tenant and the remainder¬ 
man, In the proportion of tb» value of th f , 
life estate to the value of the remainder, 
for the remainder hot being liable to taxes 
due alone by the life tenant, the city 
could not compel the remaindermen to 
submit to a sale of their property nn a 
means of satisfying a liability of the life 
estate.

That the mysterious man to whom 
Mrs. Alice Mace attributed her down¬ 
fall and whom she blamed for her ar¬ 
rest on the chtirge of obtaining goods 
by false pretenses is not altogether a 
myth was conclusively shown by the 
developments In the case yesterday. A 
mystery a* deep as that which con¬ 
cealed the unknown man has now sur¬ 
rounded Mrs. Mace and the question of 
her whereabouts cannot be solved by 
the police. 

Early yesterday morning a man giv¬ 
ing his name as W. L. Murphy and his 
residence as Rufer’s Hotel appeared at 
the office of the Bond Commissioner in 
the City Hall and signed a bond for 
$400, upon which she was released. He 
swore that he had real estate to the 
value of $4«)0 over and above his in¬ 
debtedness. 

At Rufer’a Hotel Murphy Is known, 
but when asked If he had property- 
worth $400 the clerk smiled and said 
he had never given any evidence of it. 
"He has been out of a Job for several 
months," said the clerk. "He was at 
one time a* clerk at Sennlng’s Hotel 
and once worked here. "We sometimes 
give him a meal and allow him to sleep 
In a room that is not being used."

Money For Messenger Service. 

Mrs. Mace received $2 Monday night, 
which was taken to her by a negro 
messenger, with the explanation that 
she could use it to hire messenger boys. 
A short time after h**r release Rh*» 
drove to the Willard Hotel in a car¬ 
riage. She waked her six-year-old boy. 
dressed him and took him away with 
her. The manager of the hotel was un¬ 
able to collect his bill, which amounts 
to $26. but made no effort to retain her 
baggage, which waa practically worth¬ 
less. No trace of her after she left the 
Willard Hotel In the early morning has 
been found. 

When her case was called in Police 
Court yesterday morning, much to the 
surprise of all .who have w-atched the 
case and w ho f had become convinced 
that Mrs. Mace was shamming about 
having influential friends in Louisville, 
Attorney Charles H. Shot Ids appeared 
in her behalf. Mr. Sh^Uds does not 
often appear in the minor courts. 

The attorney, asked Robert J. Hagan, 
the prosecutor, not to order a forfeit¬ 
ure of the bond, but to continue the 
case until Monday. When Mrs. Mace 
did not put in an appearance Mr. Ha¬ 
gan said he would have to give the or¬ 
der. Mr. Shellds explained that If the 
case were continued until Monday he 
thought he would be able to have the 
defendant present. However, the bond 
was forfeited and a bench warrant for 
the arrest of Mrs. Mace w'as Issued.

Mr. Slieilds Cannot Talk.

I said 
that if I was given until next Mon¬ 
day I thought I might be able to get 
her back." 

"By the use of the word 'back* do 
you mean that she is out of the city?” 

*T might have meant back to the 
court room." 

"You are positive It would be a 
breach of confidence for you to tell by 
whom you are employed T* 

"I am absolutely certhln. As nn at¬ 
torney 1 have no right to give out any 
Information of any kind In a case like 
this." 

"Have you any Information as to 
w-hether the $400. for wdiich the bond 
w-ns given, will be paid?" 

"That is a matter for the officials to 
settle. They cannot put Murphy tn 
Jail, and if they can get It out of hini 
It Is their business, and none of mine."

Say Proceedings Were Regular. 

At the offic#* of the Bond Comm is 
sloner yesterday It was said that the 
regular form In taking bonds was gone 
through before the signature of Mur¬ 
phy was accepted on the bond, and 
that after action has been taken to 
collect the bond, if It ts found that he 
Is not good for the amount, proceed¬ 
ings will \)e taken against him on the 
charge of false swearing. 

It was evident that. Mrs. Mace ex¬ 
pected to be released early yesterday 
morning, because she did not go to bed 
and was dressed and ready when the 
release slip w-as brought to the J ail.

Cumins; Against Twenty- 
live Milk Dealers. 


DISTILLERY SWILL FOR FOOD 


NOT SATISFACTORY TO HEALTH 
AUTHORITIES. 


TAXPAYERS FILE COMPLAINTS. 


Warrants against about twenty-five 
milk dealers of Louisville and Jeffer¬ 
son county, charging them with selling 
milk taken from swill-fed cows, will be 
sworn out during the next few- days by 
Dr. M. K. Allen, the City Health Offi¬ 
cer, and Dr. B. W. Smock, the County 
Health Officer. These two physicians 
have been conducting a r.igld Investiga¬ 
tion into the dairies of all the milkmen 
during the past few- days, and the war¬ 
rants are to be the reauR of this, as 
the physicians say they have found 
evidence sufficient lo convict In a large 
number of cases. The County Board 
of Health is to join with the City Board 
in making a vigorous w-ar on the feed¬ 
ing of swill from distilleries to dairy 
cattle, and between them It is expected 
that the practice will be slopped. 

The dectsion of the Court of Appeals 
lost spring upholding the law against 
the selling of milk which comes from 
cows fed on this swill Is behind the 
two Health Board* In their fight. The 
ea^es are difficult to prove, but the two 
Health officers, assisted by the Inspect¬ 
ors, have been visiting dairies, closely 
examining the premises and the cows 
and gaining Information which shows 
that rwlll is being fed in a large num¬ 
ber of i-aaee. The evidence is not ready 
yet and the warrants will not be is¬ 
sued for several days until all those 
to be arrested have been included in 
thu list 

"Many difficulties confront ua in the 
enforcement of the law." said Dr. Allen 
j esterday. "The law requires that we 
shall be able to prove thal the milk 
which is sold came from a covv which 
was actually fed with the swill. We 
must show’ the cow which gave the 
milk. The mere possession of th* swill 
does not give 115 the right to arrest, al¬ 
though the man’s cows may show un¬ 
questionably that they are eating swill. 
We must bring witnesses who will 
swear that they raw the cows eating 
the swill, and then prove that milk 
from those very cows was offered on 
the market. I think we have the dead 
wood on about twenty-five of them, 
though, and the warrants ore to be is¬ 
sued shortly. I Have needed the co-oper¬ 
ation of the county in the fight I have 
been making, and now that I have It I 
think that .ve will be able to stop the 
harmful practice of selling milk from 
cows w’htch are diseased by being fed 
on swill." 

• • • 

May Attack State Law. 


The State law forbidding the wale of 
milk from distillery slop-fed cattle may 
be attacked by the local dairymen's as¬ 
sociation. At a meeting of that or¬ 
ganization held last night at German 
nln Hall and attended by a large per 
cent, of the dairymen wiio furnish the 
city mjlk and butter, the question w’«s 
the main topic. The subject was dis¬ 
cussed at length and resulted in the 
ndoptlon of a resolution to the effect 
that an attorney be employed by the 
association for the purpose of resist¬ 
ing any prosecution of it» members 
under the law. 

"It Is the purpose of the association’s 
action to-night to give the law a rigid 
test at the first opportunity.'’ said one 
of the members last night. "We do not 
Intend to take the Initiative in the 
matter of tlm test case unless some of 
the association members are arrested 
for violating the Jaw. but in that event 
It Is our purpose to resist prosecution." 
• • • 

Too Much Water In Milk. 

Warrants were Issued yesterday by 
the City Health Department against F. 
C. Niemeler, 1304 West Market street, 
and Charles Kaelin. of near 8t. 
Matthews, charging them with selling 
milk containing water. The cases will 
be called In the Ordinance Court to¬ 
morrow afternoon. 

MAN Y COMPLAINTS 

Already Filed With City Board of 
Equalization. 

Complaints came in fast to the City 
Board of Equalization yesterday, and 
bv ihe end of the day twelve persons 
had asked that their assessments be re¬ 
duced from the figures which were 
placed on their property by Daniel F. 
Murphy, the City Assessor. The board 
is organized, and for the next fifteen 
davs will be in sr*«ion to receive com- 
plaints. Later It will take them up and 
decide whether or not the Assessor has| 
made a correct assessment. In a ma¬ 
jority of cases the board will sustain 
the Assessor and will not grant any re¬ 
duction, it is thought, as this has been 
done In previous years. However, each 
rase will be heard on It* merit*, the 
complainant being given every oppor¬ 
tunity to present his side of the case. 
The board will also visit all the prop¬ 
erty about which com plain* ts made.
